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“Scant Immediate Prospect” 


What Mr. Sumner Welles learned in 
Europe the world is not to know until the 
time comes to build a treaty of peace. He 
received no peace proposals from any 
source, and there is “scant immediate 
prospect” of the war coming to an end. 

This is the substance of what President 
Roosevelt told the press after talking with 
his fact-hunting ambassador to the older 
continent. And this is as much as anyone 
expected him to say. Speculation as to 
what information Mr. Welles was able to 
gather is idle, can do no good to the cause 
of national security, and might do consid- 
erable harm by arousing vain expecta- 
tions. It is to be hoped the professional 
guessers will turn their attention to some 
other subject. 

The tragic fact is that peace !s impos- 
sible with Hitler and his bullies repre- 
senting Germany. Their word is worth- 
less. Germany's neighbors could put no 
confidence in any treaty to which they set 
their hands. Their credit has been long 
since exhausted. They have established 
that they make bargains only to break 
them when breaking offers a chance of 
profit. Every successful trick they have 
played upon the credulity of other govern- 
ments they have made a basis for fresh 
designs and new treacheries. Europe will 
never be at peace while they hold power. 
And there is “scant immediate prospect” 
that Germany is yet prepared to oust the 
tricksters and put men in their places 
with whom it would be possible to deal in 
good faith.

They are no more to be 
trusted now because their hands are dyed 
with the blood of an unoffending and 
democratic people or because they have 
robbed a small neighbor of territory it 
could ill afford to lose and to which they 
had not a shadow of legitimate claim. 

What the Allied statesmen and peoples 
have to ask themselves is what new con- 
spiracy the Molotoff speech is intended to 
mask, <A trade agreement with Britain 
would breach the blockade against Ger- 
many, making Russia a half-way house 
for the forwarding of British goods and 
imported goods to the Reich. What other 
enterprises of deception the gentlemen at 
Moscow may have in mind can hardly be 
important, since this alone kills any 
chance of the new “friendship” drive get- 
ting results. 

So long as Russia remains neutral, the 
Allies will of course remain neutral toward 
it. But that they will condone the action 
of Russia in doing to Finland what Ger- 
many did to Poland there is no prospect. 
That they would enter into any commer- 
cial agreement depending on the good 
faith of Molotoff and Stalin is unthink- 
able. 


Washington having agreed that the 
Allies may purchase the latest types of 
war planes devised in the United States, 
the official newspaper and radio station at 
Moscow advise the U. S. authorities not to 
go too far in permitting the Allies to ob- 
tain equipment there.

Declared Necessary To

MONTREAL, April 2.—Victory 
in the war must be planned and 
built on three foundations—the 
armed forces, civilian morale and 
economic organization, Secretary 
K. W. Taylor of the wartime prices 
and trade board saic in an address 
here yesterday. 

“Under the conditions of a mod: 


lern ‘total war’ the success of the 


armed forces has come to depend 
more and more on the effective or- 
ganization of the moral and eco- 
nomic forces of the nations as 
wholes,” he told the Canadian club 


INCREASE RESOURCES 

Mr. Taylor said this conflict, as 
every war, would be wor in the 
field. He believed economic policy 
vital “to the extent that it makes 
victory in the field possible, both 
by increasing the resources avail- 
able to our troops and reducing the 
resources available to the armies of 
our opponents.” 

The probable size and nature of 
Canada's economic effort depends 
upon the requirements of the al- 
lies and the tactics of the enemy, 
he said, Physical commodities 
supplied by Canada probably will 
include staple foods such as wheat, 

bacon and cheese, base metals 
timber, and direct war materials 
such as shells, airplanes and light 
arms, 

“The reorganization of a war econ- 
omy in Canada calls for a consider- 
able measure of reallocation or re- 
distribution of our productive re- 
sources of labor, of plant and equip- 
ment, and of general industrial ac- 
tivity,” he said. The dominion has 
set up war control boards to help 
direct this industrial mobilization, 


CENTRALIZE CONTROL 


The boards have substituted a cer- 
tain amount of centralized control 
y 
said Besides working to prevent 
profiteering and maintain supplies 
during the war period, the control 
boards ere planning to ease the 
problems of post-war economical re- 
adjustment. 

Mr. Taylor listed three objectives 
of the boards in the present eco- 
nomic effort in an attempt to en- 
sure victory in the ensuing peace as 
well as in the war:
